Enrile says Speaker had interest in NorthRail project

“DON’T ROCK THE BOAT.” 


This was what Speaker Jose de Vene- 
cia supposedly told Sen. Juan Ponce Еп- 
rile two years ago when the former was 
lobbying in behalf of the $550-million 
North Luzon Railways Corp. (NorthRail) 
project. 

Enrile said that after he delivered a privi 
lege speech in the Senate in 2005 savaging 
the NorthRail contract for being overpriced 
and against Philippine interests, De Venecia. 
asked to meet with him at Dusit Hotel in 
Makati City. 

«Не pleaded with me not to rock the 
boat in the case of NorthRail because ac- 
cording to him it was good for the coun- 
чу. He did not tell me to back off—he 
cannot say that to me. Let the Speaker 
deny that he didn't meet with me,” En- 
rile said at a press conference yesterday 
at the Senate. 

De Venecia, in a press statement, de- 
fended the project but did not deny any- 
thing Enrile said.

Enrile said his impression was that De 
Venecia had an interest in NorthRail. 

“I had not gone into the evidence be- 
cause his name did not appear in the 
contract, although I was shown a photo- 
graph supposedly involving an agent of 
the Chinese company that was supposed 
to do the job, William Go, with the Chi- 
nese ambassador,” he said. 

‘While the project was overpriced, En- 
rile said this was not his main concern. 

“The most telling portion of that 
NorthRail contract is what will happen if 
there is a default. Under the contract, 
China can literally take over Malam- 
paya, all the monies of the republic 
abroad, because every asset of the gov- 
‘ernment is committed to respond to the 
payment of the loan, except assets for 
defense and for governance. That is the 
most insidious, onerous and stupid pro- 
vision of that contract,” Enrile said. 

Despite the controversy surrounding the 
NorthRail project, the government signed 
the contract with China National Machinery 
апа Equipment Corp. two years ago and it 
has been paying roughly $400,000 a month 
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in interest since then for the Chinese loan 
even though railway construction has yet to 
begin. 

Enrile's revelation came in the wake 
of his avowed intent to pin De Venecia 
for allegedly lobbying for his son's com- 
pany, Amsterdam Holdings Inc., in its re- 
cent bid to win the National Broadband 
Network (NBN) contract. 

AHI lost the contract to ZTE Corp. of 
China, but after the Speaker's son, Jose

the contract was canceled by the Chief 
Executive.

How to pick Comelec men

WITH THE VACANCES AT THE COMMISSION 
оп Elections, and because of its low credibility 
with the public, some sectors have been pitching 
unsolicited advice to the appointing authori- 
ty—Malacafiang—on how to go about choosing 
the next commissioners. 

‘An antigraft watchdog group, the Center 
for Anti-Graft and Corruption Inc. (The 
Center, has come up with nine “rigid” 
qualifications that, it said, President Maca- 
pagal-Arroyo should consider in appointing 
people to the Comelec. 

In a statement, The Center said that 
apart from recognized probity and inde- 
pendence, appointees must not be affiliat- 
ed with any recognized political party. 

They must not be related to the President 
up to the third degree of consanguinity nor 
be a close personal or social friend, ally or 


employee of Ms Arroyo", 

‘The Center said it was important appointees 
had “untainted years of experience” either as 
an official of the Comelec or other government 
agency or a judge, fiscal or lawyer: 

The Comelec chair, The Center said, 
must have “untainted”, years of legal and 
auditing experience, decision-making skills 
and managerial expertise. 

Appointees must not have run for any na- 
tional or local government post. 

The Center also asked the President to 
heed the public demand for transparency in. 
her appointments to the Comelec. 

“Thus only strict and selfless adherence 
to high-standard prerequisites in choosing 
the best of appointees to unfilled posts by 
President Arroyo could truly help restore 
long lost public trust and confidence in the 
poll body,” said Lane Afable, The Center's 
secretary general in the statement.

Manuel 
Roxas П, chair of the Senate 
committee on trade and commerce, said he 
was "dismayed" that the government had no 
ready answers and data on which Philippine 
export products to Japan already enjoyed 
zero tariff before the Jpepa was negotiated. 

"The confidence of the senators is being 
severely tested. If they cannot answer basic 
questions here in this hearing, then what con- 
fidence do we have that when they entered in- 
to the negotiations, they had this data with 
them?" he told reporters after the hearing. 

Roxas wants the government to show 
what the country gained in trade and eco- 
nomic benefits against the trade conces- 
sions it gave Japan. 

He also wants to know what “safety nets" 
are provided for the sectors that will be af- 
fected by the trade-liberalizing agreement. 

But Sen. Richard Gordon said he was 
ready to vote. He said he was in favor of the 
treaty despite some misgivings. 

“Other countries have their own [eco- 
nomic agreements with Japan]. If we don’t 
have one, we will be left behind,” he said. 

“1 don't want this to be а missed opportu- 
nity,” he said. 

"Tm in favor of it but there should be con- 
ditionalities,” he told reporters. He said one 
such conditionality should be an assurance 
that the provisions of the Constitution 
would be superior over conflicting provi- 
sions in the Jpepa. 

Like Roxas, Gordon said he also wanted 
safety net programs for the sectors that will 
be affected by the influx of Japanese prod- 
ucts, like the auto industry. 

In past hearings, administration Sen. 
Miriam Defensor-Santiago, chair of the 
Senate foreign relations committee which 
is leading the hearings, said she was think- 
ing of not submitting a committee report to 
the plenary, anticipating that the treaty 
would not pass ratification. 

Santiago has repeatedly expressed dis- 
may at the government's failure to defend 
the treaty. 

Santiago gave all parties until Oct. 23 to 
submit their supporting memoranda and tar- 
geted a Senate vote before the end of the year. 

Roxas, who took over the hearings while 
Santiago is in the United States to cam- 
райт for a seat in the International Court 
of Justice, said he would call “as many 
hearings as necessary.” 

“This is a very important treaty. 165 our 
first potential bilateral treaty so we want to 
make sure we give this a good scrutiny and it 
isas broadly explained as possible,” he said. 

He said he was not setting a target date 
to putthe Jpepa to a vote. 

“This is such an important thing, we will 
not be bound by any deadline. This will be 
something of strategic importance and 
strategic impact to the country. We should 
not rush this just because there's а self-im- 
posed target,” he said.

Pinoy mutineers home today

THE FILIPINO SEAMEN WHO 
seized control of their fishing boat 
due to maltreatment by its Tai- 
wanese captain will be back in 
Manila today from Mauritius where 
they docked the vessel. 

Vice President Noli de Castro, 
presidential adviser on overseas Fil- 
pino workers, said Vice Consul to 
Nairobi Bernadette Mendoza con- 
firmed the seamen left Port Louis, 
the capital of Mauritius, on Nov. 8 
and were to arrive in Manila at 
10:20 p.m. today via Dubai. 

The seamen were identified as 
Roderick Sumang, Edwin Lee, Sher- 
ilo Moraleja, Delter Algay, Socrates 
Silan Jr, Dennis Tolentino, Noel 
Cusi, Jose Menpin and Jesus Man- 
aqued. 

They said the captain maltreated 
them and had not paid their salaries. 
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captain agreed not to press charges 
against the Filipino crewmen and to 
pay each them either their $200 
monthly salary or their air fare back 
to the Philippines. He also agreed to 
pay Franco his back wages. 

‘The seamen elected for their air 
fare which cost $750 each. 

‘The captain also paid their hotel 
and food expenses up to the time 
they left Mauritius. 

De Castro, meanwhile, urged Fil- 
ipinos wishing to work abroad to 
follow the law. He said the nine sea- 
men had gone to work abroad ille- 
gally, since they did not go through 
the Philippine Overseas Employ- 
ment Administration which over- 
sees the documentation of OFWs.

The 
cash gifts, Villarosa said, were a "party initiative without 
the knowledge of the President.” 

And of the party chair too, if the party chair himselfis to 
be believed. On Wednesday, Interior Secretary Ronaldo 
Puno conceded that the money for the congressmen did 
come from the party he chairs, but—up Twilight Zone 
music and under—he did not know anything about it. 
"Obviously, 1 was not very happy that I'm the last to 
know,” he said. 

Neither is the public, because Puno was not only the 
last to know, he was the first to report. As Puno himself 
put it, “since I have been making public statements I feel 
that I should have been informed earlier so that Гт not 
shooting off my mouth." Translation: I lied. 

Let's take a moment to study Puno's latest concatena- 
tion of prefabricated phrases. If he was, in fact, out of the 
loop, every single thing he has said about the cash gifts 
was a lie, mere political spin. Which brings us to a varia- 
tion on a classic problem in logic: If he lied then, why 
should we think he isn’t lying now? 

When he says, for example, that “This has nothing to do 
with the Palace. I personally did not know about that,” 
why should we accept his alleged ignorance as proof of 
the President’s alleged non-involvement? Even if we 
grant that he did not know the source of the cash gifts, 
how can he vouch that the President did not in fact leave 
instructions with someone else in Kampi? 

This much is clear. When the man in charge of the 
country's police forces says, “I guess if you're seeing con- 
fusion on our part, it's because we are [confused] ... But 
certainly, we here [їп the Palace] do not have anything 
to do with any of these things,” he is, yet again, engaged 
inspin. 

The problem with Puno’s version is that it lacks the vital 
element of plausible deniability. To be believable, his de- 
nial of any knowledge of the cash gifts’ provenance re- 
quires him to project the image of a hands-off offi- 
cial—the exact opposite of the hands-on operator that he 
is.

Consider what Villarosa actually said. She said Puno, as 

party chair, and Rep. Luis Villafuerte, as party president, 
knew about the money. “He [Puno] knows the disburse- 
ment but not the details,” she said in a mix of English and 
Filipino. 

Consider Puno's other job. As the presidential political 
affairs adviser, it is his responsibility to look after the 
President's political alliances. If he did not know that the 
two meetings the President conducted in Malacafiang on 
Oct. 11—breakfast with congressmen, lunch with local 
executives—involved the distribution of cash gifts, the 
kind of transaction that cements political relationships in 
this day and age, then the President needs another politi- 
cal adviser, immediately. But would Puno rival Executive 
Secretary Eduardo Ermita in influence if he were derelict 
in his duties? 

Consider his most recent campaign success. Against 
the interests of Kampi’s senior leaders, including Villa- 
fuerte and candidate Pablo Garcia, Puno backed the can- 
didacy of Lakas co-founder Jose de Venecia for speaker- 
ship. Not even De Venecia has denied the kind of support 
he received from Puno during the contest. His instru- 
mental intervention would not have succeeded if he did 
not pay close attention to the details of political give- 
and-take. 

Now, despite Villarosa's belated confession, Puno 
wants us to believe that he did not know anything about 
the cash gifts. That gives us a clear choice: Either the 
shower of blessings last Oct. 11 was truly a miracle, or we 
are, once again, being shamelessly deceived.

Picasso and Diego Rivera and the art of war 


THE NEO-ANGONO ARTISTS COLLECTIVE 
should consider themselves lucky. 

Та 1934, John D. Rockefeller Jr, commis- 
sioned Diego Rivera, the fiery Mexican Marx- 
ist, to paint a mural for the lobby of the soon- 
to-be-completed Rockefeller Center in New 
York. Rivera's “Man at the Crossroads,” howev- 
er, included the image of Lenin, and lore has it 
that Rockefeller asked Rivera to remove the of- 
fending image. Rivera refused. 

‘They paid him his fee, barred him from the 
site, and hid the work behind a massive drape. 
(The mural's only extant photo was taken sub- 
rosa by his female assistant, who hid a camera 
in her bosom. The camera was amply hid- 
den—thanks I suppose to Rivera's legendary 
appetite for beauty in all its forms.) One mid- 
night in February, workmen demolished the 
mural with axes, chipping it from the wall and 
smashing it to powder. 

More recently in February 2003, when Col- 
in Powell gave a press conference at the United 
Nations, a blue curtain was draped over a 
tapestry copy (donated by the Rockefellers!) of 
Pablo Picasso's “Guernica” so that it wouldn't 
be visible on screen. The 20th century's famous 
emblem against war was too inauspicious a 
backdrop when the US secretary of state ar- 
gued for the invasion of Iraq. (The official line 
however was that the TV crew worried that Pi- 
casso's wild figures cluttered the view—as in- 
deed it would have.) 

“Guernica” commemorates that sad after- 
moon in 1937 when the German Luftwaffe 
bombed the ancient Basque town in northern 
Spain, “the first intentional, large-scale attack 
against [civilians] in modern warfare.” Picasso 
would later refuse to allow his work to be re- 
turned to Spain until, he said, Generalissimo 
Franco restored "public liberties and demo- 
cratic institutions" “Guernica” returned to 
Spain only in 1981 after Franco's death, and on 
display at Madrid's Museo Reina боба (where 
my!

Та addition, the artist has “moral rights" to 
maintain the integrity of his work and oppose 
“any distortion, mutilation or other modifica- 
tion of ... his work ... prejudicial to his honor 
or reputation.” Indeed, moral rights may not 
be waived entirely especially if the effect is “to 
use the name of the author with respect to a 
work he did not create." The NPC may be liable 
for damages, criminal penalties and fines for 
the infringement of their intellectual property 
rights. 

Thave read itemized descriptions of the mu- 
таз defacement, all of them preposterous. The 
central depiction of news about Arroyo's anti- 
terror law was replaced by the picture of a 
bird-monster in а cage.

1 don't believe the talk that Villarosa is trying 
to save GMA from bribery accusations because 
she wants her husband, former Occidental Min- 
doro Gov.

"Look who's talking?” countered the Gov- 
ernment Service Insurance System. “Itis the 
current officers of the NPC who are in- 
grates,” the state insurance firm said. (It 
‘wants to differentiate between the NPC and 
the present officers. It has sued not the 
whole NPC but only the present officers, for 
selling the mural painted by National Artist. 
Vicente Manansala.) 

The GSIS said it owns the NPC property 
but allowed the NPC to use it for free. The 
least the NPC could have done was take care 
of the property including the mural. Past 
NPC officers did. But the present ones, in- 
stead of being grateful, sold the mural for 
P10 million without the permission or 
knowledge of the 651$. That's qualified 
theft! The GSIS is now ejecting the NPC.

‘They did a makeover on the hair-do of two fel- 
low Ingumer columnists, Randy David and Juan 
Mercado, who now join Lenin in the select 
iconography of rebellion, of dreamers who set 
ош to change the world.

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MALACANANG ACKNOWLEDGED FOR THE 
first time on Wednesday that the money distribut- 
ed to congressmen in the Palace last Oct. 11, after 
a breakfast meeting with President Macapagal- 
Arroyo, came from her party, Катрі. 

‘The admission came after 28 days, during 
which the President maintained а glacial silence, 
pretending she had no knowledge about the 
source of the estimated P120 million handout (ac- 
cording to some congressmen, it ranged from 
P200,000 to P500,000 apiece) and staying above 
the fray as if to say that it is beneath the dignity of 
her office to dirty her hands with money distribut- 
ed to party hacks to ensure her political survival. 

Interior Secretary Ronaldo Puno, Kampi chair, 
stated in a press conference that he was informed 
that Kampi was the source of the fund, but he was 
not happy about the news because "Tm last to 
know about that." But he came to the rescue of 
the President, saying: "I really seriously doubt 
whether the President had any clue.” But it was 
the same Puno who earlier was quick to claim the 
money came from Speaker Jose de Venecia, who 
dispatched the claim with a quick denial. 

Puno's admission was the latest smokescreen 
thrown around the President to shield her from 
being directly linked to the cash handout, widely 
believed as an attempt by the Palace to bribe con- 
gressmen to vote down a fresh impeachment 
complaint against the President, or to prevent its 
endorsement by the House committee on justice 
to the full House for a vote prior the transmission 
ofthe complaint to the Senate for trial. 

Puno's smokescreen appeared to have failed to 
cover up the money trail leading up to the presi- 
dential doorsteps. On the contrary, the more 
Palace officials lied through their teeth to throw 
off the track questions about the source of the 
fund, the more contradictions appeared and the 
more blatant the lies became. Palace smoke- 
screen artists have not only turned out to be 
clumsy liars; they also have undermined their 
own credibility as well as that of the President. 


IN 1933, WRITES NATIONAL MUSEUM CON- 
sultant John Silva, Mexican muralist Diego 
Rivera was commissioned by Nelson Rockefeller 
to doa mural for the lobby of the RCA Building at 
New York's Rockefeller Center. “Rivera, a leftist, 
жаз well known for his grand murals replete with 
sinewy laborers in all forms of working poses,” 
writes Silva. "He had just finished а large scale 
mural with a similar theme for the Detroit Muse- 
um of Art sponsored by the Ford Motor Company, 
and despite the bias for proletarian vistas, the lib- 
eral, art-loving Rockefellers decided their center 
should have a Rivera mural too.” 

But one feature of Rivera's design for the mural 
disturbed the wealthy businessman/politician: The 
artist had added a роптай of Lenin in the mural. 
"Rockefeller confronted the artist demanding he re- 
movethe offending Lenin,” Silva recalls. "Rivera, al- 
ready paid for the mural, refused, was summarily 
fired, and the mural destroyed. Rivera would have 
his revenge by recreating the same mural back in 
Mexico with Lenin in his glory and the patriarch 
John D. Rockefeller inserted elsewhere drinking 
‘martini at the expense of the toiling masses.” 

‘The officers of the National Press Club (per- 
haps 1 should have added a question mark in 
parentheses, as Neal Cruz did, to emphasize the 
tenuous claim to legitimacy of the current offi 
cers) were not so brazen as to destroy the "press 
freedom” mural they recently commissioned 
from the Neo-Angono Artists Collective. But what 
they did to the finished mural was just as offen- 
sive and insulting to the artists. Perhaps the 
artists would have preferred that their mural had 
been destroyed completely, giving them the 
chance to re-create it in another setting, 

Silva, who knows his art and history, declares 
that “Paintings, particularly murals, if well done, 
have changed people, norms, and societies. We only 
need to recall Juan Luna's'Spoliarium' which would 
influence a medical student named Jose Rizal to al- 
ter his career and write his devastating anti-colonial 
novels and become our national hero. 

“Paintings often reflect the times and if the 
Neo-Angono mural reflects the current state of 
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Puno made the admission after Deputy Speaker 
‘Amelita Villarosa, regional head of Kampi, con- 
firmed the claim of Manila Rep. Bienvenido 
Abante Jr. that she was the source of the 
P500,000 he received in the Palace on Oct. 11. 
Villarosa said the cash gifts were a "party initi 
tive (taken) without the knowledge of the Pre 
dent,” but she passed on the blame to Rep. Luis 
Villafuerte, Kampi president. She said Villafuerte 
and Puno knew about the disbursement but did 
not know it would be distributed in Malacafiang. 

‘Asked about the source of Катрі funds, Puno 
said, "Ask Girlie Villarosa (Катрі secretary) and 
Abet Garcia, (Катрі treasurer).” 

‘The admission of Kampi's role in the payoff has 
pushed party officials to passing the buck among 
themselves in the effort to cover up the Presi- 
dent's involvement. It has also intensified ques- 
tions about the sources of Kampi funds and how 
affluent ће party chest is. Another Kampi execu- 
tive committee member, Sorsogon Rep. Jose So- 
lis, cast doubt on Kampi's financial status. He said 
Катрі had a relatively small budget that it could 
mot extend generous financial support to its con- 
gressional allies. He said party funds came from 
the P5,000 monthly contribution of its members, 
and the party» coffers probably held only 
700,000. And yet, Villarosa admitted that Kampi 
(why not Lakas-CMD, the dominant and more 
cash affluent partner of the majority coalition in 
the House?), gave Representative Abante of 
Manila, a member of Lakas-CMD, P500,000. Her 
lame explanation was that Kampi provided finan- 
cial assistance on a case-to-case basis regardless

‘THE HULLABALOO over the altered mural is all 
about freedom of expression and artistic integri- 
ty It is not just a simple buyer-supplier arrange- 
ment, and to bring up the matter of "ingrati- 
tude" is to misread the artists’ motivations. 

Writes Silva: “The cavalier and contemptible 
manner by which the National Press Club blithe- 
ly desecrated a work of art is evidence enough 
that these so-called journalists haven't a clue 
about freedom of expression. In a free society, 
contending thoughts, contending works of art 
are allowed and respected despite its inherent 
inclinations and viewpoints. The National Press 
Club's actions has just put their profession to 
ridicule, painted (its members) as cowards, and 
now insinuates itself as being in-the-pay of the 
powerful, Fellow journalists who abide in the 
freedom of expression should call for the imme- 
diate dismissal of the club officers.” 

‘The National Union of Journalists of the 
Philippines (NUJP), which was itself “edited 
out" of the NPC mural, weighs in with its own 
views on the incident, “The alterations on the 
mural were not only an aesthetic outrage, they 
constituted censorship, an act that should have 
been anathema to any media organization 
worth its salt, and made worse by the fact that 
the message that was censored was one against 
censorship itself," the NUJP statement says.

Та the case of Abante, her tall tale is that she 
gave Abante money because he has a flock min- 
istry and was leaving for Saudi Arabia at the time. 
Abante said he was surprised to receive the mon- 
су from Катрі since he was a member of Lakas. 
From Villarosa's revelation, Kampi appears to be 
a cash cow. This gives rise to more questions 
about whom itis milking for its funding. Villarosa 
said there was nothing irregular about the doles 
and that it couldn’t be investigated because the 
money was “private fund” and, therefore, not 
subject to audit by the Commission on Audit. She 
said "that is party fund" and "we're not supposed 
to be audited for that.” Her claim that party funds 
are private funds can be challenged; political par- 
ties can also be held accountable for their sources 
of funds—for the sake of transparency in their 
handling of funds used for public purposes, after 
all, political parties are also public institutions. 

Villarosa angered members of the opposition 
when she said some opposition congressmen had 
sought assistance from Катрі, for a trip to China. 
Minority Leader Ronaldo Zamora demanded that. 
Villarosa identify the opposition members who 
traveled to China recently and who received 
money from the deputy speaker. 

If opposition members and non-Kampi mem- 
bers go to Kampi for money, the obvious explana- 
tion is that they know where the money is. Катрі 
is the President's own party and Lakas cannot be 
as generous as Kampi; and Speaker Jose de Vene- 
cia has problems with the President; at this point, 
he would not serve as cashier in the disbursement 
of funds drawn on his pork barrel to subsidize 
Malacafiang's effort to depose him. 

There's a limit to the lies that the administra- 
tion can fabricate to extricate the President from 
the hole she has dug for herself, not only in the 
payoff scandal but also in several other corrup- 
tion scandals. There's a limit to the public's toler- 
ance to take lies. 
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tinues, "have only served to bolster suspicions 
that the defacing of the press freedom mural 
was meant to please the guest of honor at its un- 
veiling, President Gloria Macapagal-Arroyo.”

dia organizations; or when you changed the 
headline on the abduction of Joe Burgos’ son 
and the faces of Randy David and Juan Merca- 
do, was the outcome a more accurate picture 
of press freedom in the country?” 

WITH SADNESS, says the МИЛ they declare: 

“Ordering the alterations is akin to rewriting а 
critical yet accurate report to avoid incurring the 
ire of the powers-that-be or appease a patron. 
And we, in the media community, know by what 
мога such an act is known by. It is definitely not 
truth or ethics." 

By way of personal comment, I myself have not 
been a member of the NPC for some years now, 
due to disgust over the way elections were being 
manipulated, and an even more visceral disgust 
at the shabby and rundown conditions of the 
club, Lonce thought I could go through my life as 
a Filipino journalist without paying the NPC any 
attention, but this incident only shows that we al- 
Jow “outsiders” to wear the mantle of press free- 
dom at the expense of the dignity of our profes- 
sion, and the denial of our own history of struggle 
and pushing the envelope for ali freedoms. 


Discordant prophets 


THREE BISHOPS REPEATING THEIR CALL FOR 
the President to step down. Eighteen bishops 
from Mindanao saying no; 10 more from North- 
em Luzon joining them, saying no too. Such a 
public show of discord among Catholic bishops is 
quite unprecedented. There was division among 
us backin the "70s on how to respond to the impo- 
sition of martial law, but the division was kept 
pretty much en famille, our differences worked 
ош gradually and openly within the Conference, 
ending with near unanimity in our Statement on 
the Snap Elections of 1986. 

So what should we make of the new develop- 
ment? Simple, I think. It tells us that we live in a 
free country—and our Churchmen are very much 
part of it! Or could it be that we are an extremely 
politicized people and our bishops are just as 
politicized? 

Asking that question, I can't help going back 
over the history of the CBCP's involvement in the 
country’s polities. From its formation in 1945, it 
has always been deeply involved. It had to be. 
The moral bankruptcy of our polities that Arch- 
bishop Angel Lagdameo had occasion to lament 
recently is nothing new. It might be at its worst 
now, one can argue. But the fact itself? It dates 
way back to our very beginning as an indepen- 
dent nation. Even earlier, to the days when petty 
datus held sway over our (even then) heavily fac- 
tionalized tribal societies. Petty datus—bishops 
ineluded?—strutting importantly all over the po- 
litical landscape, that is what we still have. 

А cursory look at CBCP pastoral letters and 
statements between 1945 and 2005 will show 
how the vast majority of their pronouncements 
have been on political and social problems. I 
counted them: 138 out of a total of 198—almost 
70 percent, And their message from year to year 
has been the same, That fact tells us nothing 
much has changed. Corruption in public life, elec- 
tion anomalies, unremitting bickering, mud- 
slinging, posturing among politicians, vendettas, 
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murders even—that was then. It still is now. As 
our farmers in Bukidnon used to say of Marcos 
New Society and its pretensions to progress, 
“mao guihapon—ies still the same (old society).” 

But back to the recent show of episcopal dis- 
cord. 1 would like to think that a sentiment, ex- 
pressed among us bishops the other year when 
we were discussing the question of the impeach- 
ment of the President, is still that of the whole 
Conference—including those who are talking at 
cross-purposes today. And that sentiment? We 
bishops are not king-makers; we do not decide 
‘who is to rule the country Its a principle the bish- 
орз try to follow, despite strong temptations to 
the contrary, especially during election, But by 
the same token, if they are not king-makers, nei- 
ther are they “king-keepers," or whatever we call 
those who prop up presidents and political lead- 
ers and help keep them in power no matter how 
disastrous they are for the country. 

‘The real king-makers and -keepers, come to 
think of it, cannot but be the people. T guess the 
problem with bishops is that they are people tool 
So on this particular question of removing incum- 
bent political leaders, they should be part of the 
people—as at Edsa in 1986—пог acting apart from 
them, and most certainly not presuming to lead in 
all areas of their life, the political included. 

15 that too simple a solution to the quandary of 
bishops about when or how to act as Churchmen 
ог as simple citizens like everybody else? I don't 
know what the answer to that question is, or 
whether there is any one, real answer, except what 
we tell our parishioners all the time: reflect, dis- 


сет, ask yourself seriously what your faith tells 
you in conscience to do. I suppose we can presume 
ош discordant bishops have done exactly that, 
even ifthe fruits of their discernment are at odds. 

Still, the question nags. But however one an- 
swers it, there is something very clear about the 
bishops’ role in the realm of politics and that is to 
keep reminding people there is a moral dimen- 
sion to politics. This duty, I believe, the Philippine 
bishops as a Conference have been quite good at, 
if all those statements we've been grinding out is 
any proof. 

‘At that meeting when we reminded ourselves 
that it wasnt part of our job description to be king- 
makers, we did what I just said. We asked in the 
statement we issued then that all that was found 
morally execrable about ће impeachment process 
be attended to by every actor in it. And this meant 
not only the impeachment seekers but the target of 
impeachment as well. We decried what seemed to 
be the main motive of many of those leading the 
effort: to grab power for themselves. But we also 
asked the President herself to look seriously into 
her part in the causes of the turmoil that was be- 
hind the effort to impeach her. 

‘The latest point of division among bishops has 
been the granting of executive clemency to Mr. 
Estrada, Again, as all things seem to be with the 
President, it was pure politics—hence most di 
sive, even of bishops. But divided or not, there is 
опе thing the bishops should all be united on: the 
matter of restitution of the millions stolen. I had 
occasion recently to remind a member of govern- 
ment that the pardon may be all meant to bring 
unity and reconciliation to the nation (1 think the 
opposite has happened), but God himself cannot 
pardon a sinner if guilt is not admitted, sorrow 
mot shown for sin, and in matters of thievery, 
restitution not made of stolen goods. 

‘On the question of restitution then, there 
should be no discord whatsoever among our most

Fighting the ‘Big С’ 


THERE'S EVEN A LOCAL MAGAZINE NOW DEVOTED TO 
the "Big C”—cancer, The Department of Health's latest 
Philippine Health Statistics yearbook, which is for the year 
2003, reports nearly 40,000 deaths from cancer, making it 
the third leading cause of death in the country. Im going to 
give you some rounded-off mortality figures so you have an 
idea of the most common cancers: trachea, bronchus and 
lungs (7,000) the 
breast. (about 
4,000), colon 
(2,000), lips, oral 
cavity and pharynx 
(1,900), stomach 
(1,500), — prostate 
(400, bone 
(0:300), uterus 
(1,100) and cervix 
(1,000). About 11,000 deaths are listed as being of unspeci- 
fied sites,” usually referring to cancers that have spread from 
a primary site. 

Can we do anything? We rightly associate cancers with 
smoking; and certainly, stricter tobacco control will go a long 
way to reducing cancers but a publication from the World 
Cancer Research Fund and the American Cancer Research 
Institute, launched last Nov. 1, says there are many other 
preventive measures we need to look at. The report was pro- 
duced by a large international panel of experts who re- 
viewed a large number of scientific reports. 

The experts are cautious, emphasizing that they make no 
claims about completely eliminating the risks for cancer with 
lifestyle changes, and acknowledging that the risks for can- 
cer are “also modified by social, cultural, economic and eco- 
logical factors” that have to be dealt with at the public policy 
level. Nevertheless, the experts feel much can be done too ас 
the individual and family levels. 

The 10 lifestyle changes recommended by the experts 
seem fairly simple. But when you go through them, you'll see. 
it’s going to be an uphill battle in the Philippines because the 
recommendations go so much against deeply-ingrained cul- 
tural practices. 
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Diet, exercise 

Let's look now at the recommendations, which reflect the 
title of the report: “Food, Nutrition, Physical Activity, and the 
Prevention of Cancer: A Global Perspective.” 

First, keep lean. There is strong evidence now that obesity 
does increase the risks for some cancers. The recommenda- 
tion is for a Body Mass Index (BMI) of between 21 and 23. 
You can calculate your BMI by dividing your body weight by 
the square of your height. Or take the easy way out and visit 
wwwnhlbisupport.com/bmi where you enter your height 
and weight for an instant calculation of your BMI, and an in- 
terpretation. 

Second, be physically active. Again, this relates to keeping 
your weight down. Brisk walking for atleast 30 minutes each 
day is a good start, with a gradual increase in physical activi- 
ties while limiting sedentary habits like watching TV. I worry, 
given the way we loath exercise and walking. Those tricycle 
drivers will outlive all of us yet if they weren't inhaling all the 
vehicular emissions and the smoke from their cigarettes. 

Third, limit consumption of foods and drinks that pro- 
mote weight gain. This is going to be a herculean challenge 
for Filipinos, with our love of sugary drinks and fast foods. 
‘Sugary drinks provide energy, but they are often not enough 
то satiate your thirst; in fact, because of the sugar, you tend 
to overconsume the drinks and take in even more sugar. Fast 
foods, on the other hand, are “energy-dense,” using too 
much oils, fats and sugars which contribute to obesity. 

Fourth, eat mostly foods of plant origin. The recommenda 
tion is to eat at least five portions of a variety of non-starchy 
vegetables and fruits every day, together with cereals and puls- 
es (beans) with every meal. Apparently, these foods protect 
against certain cancers. The experts don't recommend starchy 
plants (oops, there goes kamote or sweet potato and cassava) 
‘ut recognize these are staple foods in many cultures. 

Fifth, and this is the converse of the previous recommen- 
dation: limit intake of red meat and avoid processed meats, 
both of which are “convincing ог probable causes of some 
cancers," especially those of the colon and rectum. By "pro- 
cessed,” they mean mainly those which use nitrates, again 
definitely known to be cancer-causing. There goes some of 
our Filipino favorites: tocino, tapa, hot dogs. 

Sixth, limit alcoholic drinks. They don't say you have to 
give up completely, but suggest limiting consumption to no 
more than two drinks a day for men and one drink a day for 
women. The panel does recognize that modest amounts of 
alcoholic drinks actually protect against coronary heart dis- 
ease. 

Seventh, limit consumption of salt, including salt-pre- 
served foods. This is a tough one for Southeast Asians, with 
our love for salty foods, but the experts say salt and salt-pre- 
served foods are probably a cause of stomach cancer, Can- 
tonese salted fish is out, with links to nasopharyngeal cancer, 
but the report says other fish products have not been linked 
to cancer, Nevertheless, its still wise to cut down since the 
salt in our dried fish still contributes to high blood pressure. 

‘This seventh recommendation has a second part: avoiding 
foods prepared from cereals or beans that mold easily, The 
reason for this recommendation is that the molds contain 
aflatoxins, which increase risks for liver cancer. In our con- 
text, we'll just have to be more careful with soya bean prod- 
ucts like tokwa. Also be careful about peanuts and peanut 
butter. Try to buy all these products fresh, and consume them 
soon after purchase.

‘mean all those “natural” preparations offering vitamins and 
minerals that supposedly reduce the risks for cancer. The ex- 
perts say you're better off getting them from fresh food. The 
experts recognize sometimes supplements are needed, such 
as folic acid for women who are or might become pregnant. 

Good food, best food 

‘The report ends with two intriguing recommendations. 
One—and this will please Unicef—is exclusive breastfeeding 
for infants, for up to six months. Breastfeeding reduces the 
risk of breast cancer for mothers, while bringing a host of 
benefits to the child, The last recommendation is specific for 
cancer survivors, who are reminded that they stil need to 
watch their diets and to exercise, if they are to stay cancer- 
free, or prevent an existing cancer from further spreading to 
other parts of the body. 

Td recommend reading the entire report, downloadable 
for free from dietandcancerreport.org. It runs more than 500 
pages, but its well worth the read, with a wealth of informa- 
tion about the benefits of good diet and nutrition in terms of 
preventing all kinds of illnesses, from heart disease to dental 
caries. It's time we change our tastes. Salty and sweet, which 
we think of as “загар” (delicious) may have to give way to 
good, as in healthy, foods. It’s all in the mind: with time, 
you'll find that foods that aren't drowning in fats and salts 
and sugars aren't just healthier, but do taste so much better.

NFA in war vs hunger 


WE WOULD LIKE TO COMMENT ON THE 
column titled "А new hunger record” by Mahar 
Mangahas. (Inquirer, 10/6/07) 

Mangahas, a former rice economist, stated 
that “the abolition of the age-old legal 
‘monopoly of the National Food Authority on in- 
ternational trade in rice and corn would be an 
excellent move towards winning the war on 
hunger." This view does not hold water. Hunger 
is the product of the present, window-dressed 
economy. Hunger is the result of poverty; itis 
not the offshoot of the programs of the NFA. 
How can Filipino households afford to buy food 
‘when the majority of them are jobless or subsist 
on incomes below the living-wage level? 

‘With regard to the МЕХ monopoly on inter- 
national trade, permit me to say that the NFA is 
gearing toward a free market regime by imple- 
menting such programs as Farmers as Im- 
porters (FAI) and Institutionalized Farmers As 
Distributors (IFAD), which empower us, farm- 
ers, as rice importers and distributors, by giv- 
ing us the knowledge and skills in rice trading 
business. The МЕА imports only during the 
lean months to bridge the supply-demand gap 
and to stabilize the supply and prices of rice in 
the market, It does not follow that without the 
NFA importing rice "Filipino consumers could 
take advantage of the lowest price for import- 
ed rice and corn at any time.” 

То recall, in 1995, the NFA, under former 
NFA Administrator Romeo David, reneged on 
its mandate by transforming the agency into a 
service corporation, And look what happened? 
А major rice crisis occurred with the Filipino 
‘consumers and farmers paying а high price for 
their staple food. As always the NFA is mandat- 
ed to make rice accessible, affordable and 
readily available to the Filipino consumers. 

‘The answer to the problem of hunger is not 
the abolition of the NFA, itis the strengthening 
and development of the rice industry.

‘Other’ Bustamante 
nips Taiwanese ace 


With defending champion Ronnie Alcano 
and 1999 winner Efren "Bata" Reyes crashing 
out in the Last 32 late Wednesday, Bustamante 
became an instant hero by nipping Wu, 10-8, 
to reach the Last 16 in the company of his 
more famous compatriot Alex Pagulayan. 

Ignored at the start despite finishing third in 
the World 8-Ball last year, the rookie Busta- 
mante booked the biggest win of his budding 
career in eliminating the 2005 champion Wu, 
who became the fourth former winner to get 
the upset ax. 

Pagulayan, the 2004 champion, escaped the 
rash of upsets and advanced with a 10-2 victo- 
ту over Luis Condo of Australia 

Bustamante's victory came as a whiff of ex- 
hilarating air to a Philippine delegation that 
was battered by the early departure of Alcano, 
‘who lost to Englishman Daryl Peach, 10-6, and 
Reyes, who bowed to Konstantin Stepanov of 
Russia, 10-5. 

Stepanov claimed another Filipino scalp last 
night, outclassing Jeff de Luna, 10-4. 

It was not only the talented Filipino fa- 
vorites who were forced to hit the showers. 

Consensus favorite and reigning US Open 
king Alex Boening of the United States also 
fell, taking a 10-8 loss at the hands of Hungari- 
an Vilmos Foldes. 

Oliver Ortmann, the 1995 winner from Ger- 
many, was also shown the door by Kuo Ро- 
cheng of Taiwan, 10-7. 

“The (hometown) crowd expected me to 
win because of what happened to them (Reyes 
and Aleano),” the 29-year-old Bustamante told 
а press conference in Filipino. “I was so nerve- 
wracked out there because it was my first time 
toplay in the TV table.” 

“feel great. 1 just hope that can keep play- 
ing like that,” Pagulayan, who enters his 
matches and leaves them in a pin-stripped suit, 
seid. 

He is lined up for a possible collision with 
Francisco "Django" Bustamante, who was 
playing the Netherlands’ Nick Van de Berg at 
resstime, 

Bustamante actually blew a 4-0 lead 
against the hard-breaking 18-year-old Wu 
anhad to come back from a 6-7 deficit while 
battling an obvious case of nerves in the last 
two racks. 

‘Trailing 9-8 and after dropping the yellow 1 
оп the break, Wu had to push out because the 
blue 2 was well hidden behind the 6. And in- 
stead of playing the shot, Bustamante gave the 
honor back to the Taiwanese, who put him in 
jail with a brilliant cut.

Mayor Aldrin San Pedro said 
this type of insurance would

The proposal was made in 
the aftermath of the Oct. 19 ex- 
plosion at Glorietta 2 in Makati 
City that killed 11 people and 
injured a hundred more. 

‘A police investigation so far 
Süggested that a gas explosion 
in the basement, not a bomb, 
could have caused the noon- 
time blast.

“Having public liability insur- 
dnce is a win-win solution to 
protect companies and cus- 
tomers. The Glorietta 2 explo- 
sion is a clear example of why 
companies should get the insur- 
айсе,” San Pedro said. 

San Pedro added that a pub- 
lic liability insurance would 
protect a company against legal 
Tiabilities arising from the oper- 
‘tion of its business. It would al- 
so offer fair compensation to 
customers. 

““This will indemnify the 
company when accidents hap- 
pen within their premises. 
‘The insurance may also cover 


legal fees, costs and expenses 
and even hospital treatment,” 
the mayor said. Under the city 
governments proposal, the 
public liability insurance 
would be one of the require- 
ments for a company to get a 
license to operate. 

“Companies will be protected 
against claims and their cus- 
tomers are assured of fair com- 
pensation for death or injuries,” 
the mayor said. 

He noted that Muntinlupa 
was fast becoming an alterna- 
tive site for businesses in south- 
ern Metro Manila, citing the in- 
creasing number of building, 
malls and condominiums in the 
area. 

“Thus, there is a need for 
such a policy for the welfare of 
the consumer," San Pedro said." 

He said the requirement for 
liability insurance had already 
been adopted by other cities in 
Metro Manila like Quezon, 
Makati, Mandaluyong, 
Parafiaque and Pasig. 

"Injuries and accidents in es- 
tablishments occur almost ev- 
eryday. We need to make a com- 
prehensive plan to ensure that 
claims resulting from these are 
addressed legally" San Pedro 
said.

They reportedly found а 
bloodied Jamillarin lying stili 
on the ground. The victim re- 
portedly died on the way to the 
East Avenue Medical Center. 

As the security officers 
looked for Ignacio, they saw Gi- 
ray bleeding from an ear 
wound. They learned he was at- 
tacked first by Ignacio. 

As they tried to arrest Ignacio 
in his house, he appeared with a 
knife and tried to stab them.

“All kind of rallies have been 
banned because we have reports 
from intelligence agencies that 7 
to 8 suicide bombers have 
sneaked into Punjab,” Saud Aziz, 
police chief of Rawalpindi, said.

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Agriculture and industry

TWO DAYS AGO, AT THE MONTHLY 
board meeting of the Federation of Philip- 
pine Industries (ЕРО), president Jess Aranza 
identified five key areas that must be in- 
cluded in the antismuggling bill. FPI chair 
Meneleo Carlos said: "If these five areas are 
not addressed, the bill will be practically 
useless." 

Albert Lim, Alyansa 
Agrikulura's vice presi- 
dent for the Visayas and 
concurrent National Feder- 
ation of Hog Raisers president, compared 
the Alyansa list of four antismuggling prior- 
ity areas with the FPI list. He said, “We have 
three that are in common with industry. We 
must work with them on this.” 


Background 

For the last two years, there has been a 
joint effort among ЕРЬ Fair Trade Al- 
liance (FTA), Alyansa, Philippine Cham- 
ber of Commerce and Industry (РСС, 
and PhilExport to draft an antismuggling 
bill. 

These groups submitted this draft to 
Congressman Erin Tafiada, who success- 
fully gained congressional approval for it 
in the last Congress. However, because of 
lack of time, the last Senate failed to ap- 
prove it. 

‘Thankfully, four senators have drafted 
four good versions of this antismuggling 
bill: Senators Ed Angara, Chiz Escudero, 
Jinggoy Estrada and Mar Roxas. Taken to- 
gether, there are more than 20 proposed 
changes. But three are essential to both 
agriculture and industry. 

As Carlos said, "We should concentrate 
not so much on catching the smugglers, but 
on addressing the smuggling problem at its 
roots, And this is best done through preven- 
tive measures.” 


Inward-forward manifest 

The Inward Forward Manifest (IEM) 
identifies the imported products and 
their volumes, the ship being used, and 
the date of arrival. The Bureau of Cus- 
toms (BOC) usually gets this information 
two or more days before the ship arrives. 
But only the BOC has access to these 
IFMs. 

If the new law requires these IFMs to be 
provided to the Department of Trade and 
Industry and the Department of Agricul- 
ture, together with their accredited private 
sector representatives, potential smugglers 
will think twice before acting, Today, they 
only have the BOC to bribe. 

With IFM access to others, the smugglers 
will have too many people to bribe, some of 
whom are their most intense adversaries.

smuggling or undervaluation. 

If these reference values are posted on 
the website, the potential smuggler will 
hesitate to undervalue his product because 
he can be easily caught. 

Since these reference values are now 
known only to BOC, undervaluation is 
rampant. As a matter of fact, there is a 
$10 billion or Р450 billion difference be- 
tween the value exporting 
countries officially state 
they send to us, and the 
value the BOC reports it 
receives. This amounts to at least P80 bil- 
lion in lost tax revenues. 


Private sector ‘intervenors’ 

‘The third common area that agriculture 
and industry must address together is for 
the new law to allow private sector lawyers 
to intervene and help prosecute in anti- 
smuggling court cases. 

Ме commend the BOC for allowing pri- 
vate sector intervention in very limited cas- 
es at the BOC. We recommend wider appli- 
cation of this practice. But for this interven- 
tion to be allowed in court cases, a new pro- 
vision in the antismuggling law must first 
be passed. 

For example, there are many times that 
the smuggler gets away with the erime be- 
cause the ВОС legal resources are inade- 
quate in convicting the smuggler, many of 
whom use fictitious names and addresses. 
‘These smugglers change their names and 
addresses at will, With private sector high- 
powered “intervenors,” smugglers will 
have to contend with them and will pre- 
dictably stop many of their smuggling ac- 
tivities. 

Tn all three areas stated above, the strate- 
gy used is the now sorely lacking private 
sector involvement. This is a significant ad- 
dition in the three areas identified here, 
where BOC has almost total control of both 
information access and implementation 
mechanisms. 

Private sector involvement as a preven- 
tive measure is far more effective than 
chasing smugglers, of which not even one 
has been jailed in the past 30 years. 


Conclusion 

"With agriculture and industry united on 
the three issues identified above, itis hoped 
that the Senate will act on these immedi- 
ately. 

Even if there are more than 20 changes 
achieved through the antismuggling bill, 
ignoring these three areas will render the 
new antismuggling bill weak and ineffec- 
tive. The smuggling scourge will then con- 
tinue its devastating impact on our econo- 
ту, to the great detriment of our national 
well-being.

DA expects good year 


despite drought 


program director Frisco Mala- 
banan explained that these 
“positive results” could be 


hit some provinces early this 
year, Agriculture Secretary 
Arthur C. Yap said yesterday 
that the country can expect a 
“positive” agriculture perfor- 
mance, 

Yap said in a briefing at the 
2007 Asian Seed Congress that 
everybody will also be “pleas- 
antly surprised with the third 
quarter results,” given the per- 
formance of key subsectors, 
particularly rice and corn. 

He, however, declined to di: 
close exact growth figures, as 
third quarter results are set to 
be released next week. 

According to Yap, the rice 
sector has recovered from the 
prolonged dry spell, which rav- 
aged regions of Ilocos, Central 
Luzon and Southern Tagalog, 
Bicol and Cagayan Valley. 

More than 127,000 hectares 
of farmland withered due to 
lower-than-normal rainfall in 
June and July. 

Dry spell losses were initially 
estimated at 200,000 metric 
tons or rice, worth some P600 
million. 

‘With Yap optimistic about the 
rice subsector, itis possible that the 
initial target production of 16.2 
million metric tons will be met. 

Corn production, meanwhile, 
is notably higher so far this year 
compared to last years 6.08 
million metric tons, Yap added. 

In a separate interview, Gin- 
intuang Masaganang Ani Rice 


traced to the positive results of 
several measures undertaken 
starting last year. 

“These include certified seed 
and hybrid rice programs; re- 
pair and rehabilitation of irriga- 
Чоп facilities; and quick 
turnaround planting program 
in the Visayas and Mindanao re- 
gions,” hesaid. 

Malabanan said the losses 
due to the drought were not as 
bad as expected because farm- 
ers were still able to plant four 
to six weeks later. 

“What happened with North 
Luzon farmers was just delayed 
planting,” he noted. 

‘As for the QTA planting pro- 
gram, Malabanan earlier said 
the government was expecting 
some 350,000 metric tons of 
rice from the additional 
99,217 hectares, which were 
cultivated in the second half of 
the year. 

The department carried out 
the ОТА scheme to boost yields 
in production areas not affected 
by the dry spell and thus, make 
up for the estimated shortfall. 

Yap also said the DA targets 
to rehabilitate at least 55,000 
hectares of irrigated land this 
year and а total of 350,000 
hectares by 2010. 

He noted that out of the 
800,000 hectares of irrigated 
land in the country, about 
400,000 hectares need to be re- 
habilitated.

“We are eyeing to dis- 
tribute 300,000 malunggay 
seedlings to 100,000 families 
before the end of the year to 
help solve the growing prob- 
Jem of malnutrition in the ге- 
gion,” said Ricardo Regis, DA 
k, Regional Executive Director 

forthe region. 

Regis explained that so far, 
the DA has distributed a total 
of 53,500 malunggay 
seedlings to 18,680 families 
in Agusan del Sur, Agusan 
del Norte, Surigao del Sur 
and Surigao del Norte. 

The miracle vegetable, he 
noted, can likewise spur eco- 
nomic activities in the 
provinces, such as farming 
for natural ingredients, 
which is being aggressively 
promoted by the DA Biotech- 
nology Program Office.

Metal roofing manufacturing plant up in Bicól

LEGAZPI CITY—IN THE WAKE OF 
supertyphoons Milenyo and Reming 
late last year, Bicol-based hardware 
dealer Jose "Chingsan" Rafola ob- 
served that speedy rehabilitation in 
the region was hampered because 
major construction supplies still 
needed to be imported from Metro. 
Manila. 

The situation prompted him and 
other local entrepreneurs to collabo- 
rate with PhilSteel Ventures Inc. 
(PhilSteel) in putting up Bicol Premi- 
um Steel Corp. (BPSC) in October. 

BPSC is currently the only manu- 
facturer of metal roofing materials, 
steel frames and steel decks in the re- 
gion. 

“For supply to be nearer to the Bicol 
market, production should also be 
moved to Bicol,” Вайо]а, BPSC gener- 
al manager, said 

He added that they aimed to short- 
en to one to two days the delivery of 
orders that used to take two to three 
weeks to deliver. 

"After Typhoon Reming, everyone 
was in a hurry to rebuild their homes. 
It was evident there was an urgent 
need here for faster supply of build- 
ing materials,” Каћоја said. 

‘The BPSC is the sixth PhilSteel joint 
venture company in the Philippines, 
with other groups based in Davao, 
Cagayan de Oro, Пойо, Dagupan and 
‘Zamboanga. 

“To my knowledge, BPSC is cur- 
rently the only metal roofing manu- 
facturer in the region,” Каћоја said. 

He said those who had formerly in- 
vested in the same venture in Bicol 
have closed down due to high elec- 
tricity costs. 

Каћоја said BPSC took the risk nev- 
ertheless, assured of the high demand 
here and of the consumers’ willing- 
ness to pay for faster service. 


Customized 

‘An accessible manufacturing plant 
means consumers could place more 
customized orders, he said. 

"Metal roofing sheets in the market 
are usually already 'cutsized' to a 
standard length of 12 feet. We can of- 
fer custom length sheets, particularly

those that are long-span. We could 
‘cut-to-size’ up to 16 feet long, and 4 
feet wide instead of the usual 3," Ra- 
fiola said. 

If roofing sheets are longer and 
wider, there would be fewer seams and 
overlaps in roof construction, which 
‘would mean less leaks, he added. 

Under PhilSteel, BPSC also offers a 
variety of prepainted metal roofing 
sheet profiles ranging from ordinary 
corrugated to spandek tiles. 

PhilSteel and its affiliates are also 
the only manufacturing groups in the 


Philippines licensed to use "Galval- 
ume” as base material for roofing 
sheets, whereas most manufacturers 
in the country only use galvanized 
iron (GI). 

“Galvalume is produced when 55 
percent aluminum-zinc alloy is coat- 
ей on GI and other steel sheets, which 
makes the material more durable and 
rust-resistant," Rafiola said, 

BPSC also offers Galvalume fram- 
ing and decks as firmer substitutes to 
wood frameworks. 

Although set at competitive prices,

fascination for ethnic products, 

‘After three years, he came back to 
the Philippines and started a consul- 
tancy business with his former col- 
leagues. 

Eventually, Obusan got tired of the 
work. “It was as if I was living in the 
airport,” he said. 

In 1998, he started a small shop 
with mostly printed Tshirts as its 
products, But, when he included trin- 
kets, accessories and other ethnic 
products, he was amazed at how fast 
they were sold out. He thought, "Why 
not change into something ethnic?" 

Since then, he has been traveling at 
least twice a year, either within the 
country or abroad, in search of hand- 
some ethnic pieces. 

“I really have not retired from trav- 
eling," he noted. He said he continues 
to enjoy attending international trade 
shows. 


Although his childhood was spent 
mostly in Camarines Norte, Obusan 
began to love staying in Los Вайоз 
where his sister was working. 

“Tboughta land, built a house, and 
decided to settle here with a busi- 
ness,” he said 

According to Obusan, his main pur- 
pose in starting this business is to of- 
fer things that you cannot easily buy 
in the market. “I want to run a store, 
which is unique and has hard-to-find 
things," he said. 


Downturn 

Galleria Ethnika was fast growing 
from 1998 to 2002 so that Obusan 
even opened a branch in Calamba 
City 

Starting in 2003, Obusan said, the 
number of sales started to go down 
such that he had to close down the 
branch in Calamba and reduce the 
number of his employees. 


“The slump became even more felt 
after EVAT. We could feel it, people 
now don't have enough money,” he 
said. 

He said the people are now more 
concerned with the basics like food. 

"I don't agree with what the gov- 
ernment is saying that we have a 7.5- 
percent growth because we don't feel 
it," he stressed. 

‘Obusan has regular clients, but the 
turnover is declining. He said he often 
asks “Oh, what seems to be the prob- 
Jem?” 

А strategy that helped him thrive 
was to put up more of the smaller 
things in the shop like accessories for 
cellular phones, bracelets and book- 
marks. “Give what the customer 
wants,” he said, adding, however, 
that his boutique has remained eth- 
nic, 

Asked why he still wants to pursue 
the business despite the downturn, 


the Galvalume roofing sheets are ex- 
pected to be more expensive than the 
commonly available GI sheets. 


Worthwhile investment 

But Rafiola pointed out it would be 
a worthwhile investment and could 
provide long-term savings. 

"Initially our market price will 
seem higher than more commonly 
available GI sheets. But considering 
Galvalume sheets can last 10 years 
longer than ordinary GI sheets, it will 
be worthit in the long run. You can al- 
зо save on roof repair in the future," 
he said. 

Каћоја said their customers had 
found their prices fair so far, and that 
consumers were willing to pay extra 
for faster service, quality material and 
custom-made products. 

‘As of their opening at the start of 
October, BPSC have already received 
orders totaling 100 tons of Galvalume 
roofing sheets. 

“We have already started produc- 
tion in October and stocked our ware- 
houses in Barangay Bonot in Legazpi 
City and at the Diversion Road in Na- 
ga City The machinery will arrive in 
Bicol by November, and the plant will 
be fully operational by December,” he 
said.

So from that small talk with Ong, Apor- 
tadera and another partner—Ross Ju- 
son—put up about P1.2 million, from person- 
al savings and bank loans. 

After several days, the coffee shop started 
to operate. 

“That time there were no other suggestions. 
of what the name of the shop would be so we 
named it after my first born, Sebastian,” he 
said. 

“We opened on Oct. 10, 1997 when Davao 
was not that receptive to coffee being priced 
that high yet. It was really pahirapan from 
1998 to 1999, to the point of considering 
dosing. We thought of closing it," he said. 

But they did one last thing before deciding 
to part ways. 

Aportadera said they re-priced their coffee 
and introduced an expanded ment. 

The strategy proved to be effective. From 
1,500 cups a month, sales steadily rose to 
7,500 cups. So they decided to open a second 
branch along Legaspi Street. The new branch 
had fewer customers than expected. It just. 
served 400 cüps per month. 

But then, like the Victoria experience, cof? 
fee lovers started to find out about it and sales 
went up to 1,500 cups per month.

"We don’t call them employees. We are 
team. We want it homey,” Aportadera said. 

In fact it was really a team business that ev- 
ету two years, an officer-in-charge is named.
